More than half of the giittering charlots
gnd booming bands had passed nnd the
double of the King of Slam wits approach-
Ing on fhe back of the largest elephant,
when the trouble began that led to &
stampede. Tuhe lumbering mountain of
flesh at this polnt waxed playful, and be-
gion to treat his keeper to & shower bath,
the balance of a bucketful of water that
had been glven him from a nelghboring
tonghs

WATFR EPRAY STARTED THEM.

As he was passing Schaffhsuser's team
be cjected a smnall stream that struck his
horses. Tmis, together with the shouts of
the erowd and the clash of brass instru-
ments, frightened the horses and they sud-
denly dashed upon the sldewalk, the heavy
coal wagon following as though It had no
welght.

From curb to wall the walk was a arowd-
#d mass of humanity, Into which the
frantle horses plunged. A genernl panlc
ensued, and many were knocked down and
trampled undar foot. Then the team
startod down the thronged walk toward
Market strest. The body of the wagon
struck against an iron fire hydrant after
seventy-five feet had been covered, right in
the midst of a mnss of struggllog human-
{y. The cries of the injared and of those
trampled upon or half smothered by the
fleeing crowd cansed the greatest excite-

prit.

«&0 the horses had been ecaptured and
arder partly restored, It was fonnd thart
Fiddie Schults, elght years old, of No, 28
Cross street, bad been knocked down by
the horses, horribly kicked about the head
and then ron over by the wagon wheels.
